NEWS IN BRIEF

CONGRESSIONAL PROCEEDINGS. 


In the senate. on the 15th. Mr Mo 
Alabama, delivered an able address in invae _ 
free coinage of silver. No business was trans- 
acted...... In the house the fortifications uppro- 
Priation bill was passed. The Measure ap- 
propriates 82,412,376, or $1,562,427 less than 
was appropriated by tho last congress. Au- 
thority is given to make contracts for cer- 
tain works, involving a further expenditure of 
$1,376,600. The bill reducing the duty on tin 
Plate, terne plats and tagger tin to one cent a 
pound after October 1, 1892, and removing all 
duty thereon after October 2, 1894, occupied the 
remainder of the day. 


In the senate, on the 16th, Mr. Morrill, the 
venerable chairman of the committee on 
finance, delivered an able and exhaustive 
speech on the question of free coinage. He was 
in good voice, although his tones were not loud, 
and he was listened to with close attention by 
his colieagues. The anti-option bill was called 
up from the table and referred to the commit- 
tee on the judiciary. The senate agreed to in- 
sist on its amendments to the river and harbor 
bili and ask a further conference...... In the 
house the tin-plate bill occupied the time, al- 
though but little interest was manifested in the 
debate, members paying no attention to it. 

THE senats was not in session on the 17th... .In 
the house, after a contest for precedence be- 
tween ths Sibley tent bill and the tin- plate bill, 
the conference report of the committee on the 
river and harbor bill came up, and the hous? 
insisted upon its disagreement with the senate 
amendments for a ship railway around The 
Dalles, and the canal connecting Lake Wash- 
ington with Puget sound. The Sibley bill was 
laid on the table. 


THE senate was not in session on the 18th.... 
In the house there were but few members pres- 
ent, and the little routine business transacted 
was followed by an early adjournment. 

In the senate, on the 20th, an uninteresting 
day was enlivened only by a short colloquy, just 
hefore adjournment, between Messrs. Chan- 
dier and Gallinger, of New Hampshire, concern- 
ing the influence of railroad corporations in 
that state on legislation and political elections. 
The house was not in session on the 20th. 


=<ERSONAL AND POLITICAL. 

THE old battle-field of Chickamauga 
is to have three unique structures in 
the shape of wrought iron towers of 
handsome designs, seventy-five feet 
high. Generals Boynton and Fullerton, 
of the Chickamauga park commission, 
went out, on the 17th, for the purpose 
of choosing locations. It is expected 
that the towers will be completed in 
time for the reunion of federal and con- 
federate veterans next September. 

On the 17th the Miner election law of 
Michigan, which divides the state into 
districts and provides that each district 
choose a presidential elector by an in- 
dependent vote, was declared constitu- 
tional by the supreme court of the 
state, all the judges concurring. 

Mr. GLADSTONE, except in so far as 
his address to the electors of Midlothian 
will embrace his position on the lead- 
ing questions of the day in Great Brit- 
ain and Ireland, will issue no manifesto 
on the subject of the coming election. 
He is said to be undisturbed by the U1- 
ster demonstration in his resolution to 
keep Irish home-rule to the front. 

Mrs. Ronert T. Linconn and her 
daughter Jessie will spend the summer 
with her father, ex-Senator Harlan, at 
Mount Pleasant, Ia. 

On the 18th Emmons Blaine, second 
son of Hon. James WG. Blaine, ex-secre- 
tary of state, died in Chicago after an 
illness of but a few hours, of septi- 
cemia, developing from an attack of 
bowel complaint. 

On the 20th Ex-President Cleveland 
paid Gov. Russell a social visit in Bos- 
ton, dining with him at the Algonquin 
club. 

On the 20th, at the twenty-fourth an- 
nual reunion of the Society of the 
Army of the Potomac, held at Scranton, 
Pa., Gen. Horace Porter was elected 
president, Maj. Molineaux vice-presi- 
dent and Gen. Horatio G. King secre- 
tary. 

THE statement was made on the 20th 
that a telegram had been received in 
Paris from an authoritative quarter in 
the United States to the effect that 
President Harrison will appoint Chaun- 
cey M. Depew minister to England, and 
that Hon. Robert T. Lincoln will be 
appointed secretary of state at Wash- 
ington. Mr. Depew denied the state- 
ment. 





CRIMES AND CASUALTIES. 

THE body of a young man taken from 
the river at St. Louis, on the 18th, 
proved to be that of Albert Johnson, of 
Dubugue, Ia., son of the editor of a pa- 
per in that city. On January 3 last, he 
and three young companions took a ride 
in a skiff. The frail craft was over- 
turned and all four young men were 
drowned. The bodies of his compan- 
ions were recovered several months 
ago. : 
“Prince MICHAEL” of the ‘Flying 
Roll” was convicted at Ann Arbor, 
Mich., on the 17th, on the indictment 
charging him with immoral practices, 
and was given the full extent of the 
law, five years in the penitentiary. 

Ar Magdeburg, Germany, on the 
loth, while some munitions were being 
unloaded, a shell exploded, and two 
sergeants were killed and five soldiers 
terribly injured. 

RockpALE, about three miles from 
Dubuque, Ia., was wiped out by a flood 
on the evening of the 17th, part of the 
Central's track being swept away. The 
village was cleaned out July 4, 1876, 
when many lives were lost. 

On the 19th a car on the East Liver- 
pool (0.) electric railway jumped the 
track near the power-house, and 
plunged down a thirty-foot embank- 
ment to the river, overturning several 
times and completelely wrecking the 
car. Over twenty-five passengers were 
aboard, and though none were killed 


outright, twenty were injured, some of 


them probably fatally. 





At McComb City, Miss., on the 19th, 
John Johnson, a negro murderer, was 
lynched by a mob composed partly of 
blacks. oe 

On the 18th Mare Pendleton, once an 
actor and a son-in-law of a Cleveland 
(O.) millionaire, killed himself through 
fear of approaching insanity. 

Tue yacht Caprice, with twenty-seven 
people on board, was -eapsized near 
Peche island, several miles above the 
city of Detroit, Mich., near the Cana-. 
dian shore, on theafternoon of the 19th. 
All of the party were thrown into the 
water, and Carrie Bieber, aged 19, and 
Minnie Mock, aged 17, were drowned. 
The yacht Duke, when going to their 
assistance, attempted to turn,and Henry 
Pathow, Jr., was knocked overboard by 
a boom and was also drowned. 

AT Portland, Me., on the 20th, a 
short, middle-aged man went into the 
St. Julian hotel and registered as 
“Henry Garland, Detroit. Mich.” He 


said he had been traveling two days . 


and wanted a room. He went directly 
to his room, and ten minutes Jater shot 
himself in the head, dying instantly. 

AT Woodland, Cal., John Ruggles, 
who robbed the Redding (Cal.) stage 
and killed Messenger Montgomery and 
wounded two other men, reeently, was 
captured on the 20th. ‘ 

In Londen Murray Neill, alias Thomas 
Neill, the alleged American who had 
been passing in that city as a druggists’ 
agent, was brought up at Bow street 
again, on the 20th, on charges of at- 
tempting to extort money. He is also 
suspected of several cases of poisoning. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


On the 17th a great convention, rep- 
resenting the loyalist sentiment irre- 
spective of religion, and participated in 
by Orangemen and Catholics alike, was 
held in Belfast, to voice sentiment 
against an Irish parliament. 

Tue ery of ‘‘The dam is broken! fly 
for your lives!” aroused the people of 
Mahanoy City, Pa., on the night of the 
17th, and as the fearful announcement 
was repeated, the affrighted people 
made good their escape to the hills be- 
fore the roaring torrent reached the 
city. Rumors of lives lost and persons 
missing flew in all directions, but none 
of them were authenticated. 

News from Zanzibar confirms the re- 
port of the defeat of the German force 
under the command of Baron Bulow in 
the Moshi territory, near Mount Kilima 
Njaro. he district around Fort 
Marvug, tv which the Germans were 
compeled to retreat and subsequently 
to abandon, has been deserted. 

A BERLIN newspaper says that the 
government will introduce a bill in the 
reichstag next autumn augmenting the 
standing army of Germany on a peace 
footing by 63,000 men. ‘The additional 
yearly cost will be 60,000,000 marks. 

AT Detroit, Mich., on the night of the 
19th, a mob caught “Lucifer” Durand, 
suceessor to ‘‘Prince Michael” as chief 
of the Long-haired Israelites, and cut 
off his hair and whiskers. They also 
cut off the hair of his wife.

Near New Albany, Ind., on the 20th,

men, all of whom escaped. 

In the disaster by a powder explosion, 
caused by lightning striking a store 
near Somerset, Ky., on the 20th, three 
are fatally hurt, Thomas Powell, James 
Young and W. H. Ryan.

JUDGE J. B. MORGAN KILLED. 





Henry Foster Sent a Bullet Through His 
Brain—He -Approached His Victim 
From the Rear and Fired Two Shots. 

HERNANDO, June 18.—Probably the 
most shocking tragedy that ever figured 
in the criminal annals of Upper Missis- 
sippi occurred near here this morning, 
when Judge James Bright Morgan was 
shot and instantly killed while sitting 
in a crowded railway car by Henry C. 
Foster, a fellow attorney. Sensational, 
because of the high social and business 
standing of both the participants; thrill- 
ing, because of the unusual surroundings 
of the crime, and tragic, because of its 
fatal termination. Back of it all there 
isa story of professional disputes, and 
some say of professional jealousy, and 
of a public caning that was finally 
wiped out by the blood of him who ad- 
ministered it. Tonight in this usually 
peaceful little hamlet the rain is falling 
softly on a bereaved home, while its 
melancholy patter is heard in the jail 
across the town by two brothers who 
are incarcerated there on the charge of 
murder. Shornof the fringe of preju- 
dice woven about the crime by those on 
both sides who are interested in it, the 
story is substantially as follows: Early 
yesterday morning Judge Morgan, who 
has been a life-long resident of the 
county, bade his wife good-bye, and, 
with some little joking remark to an- 
other member of the family, walked 
down to the railway station, intending 
to take the morning train for Memphis, 
where he was engaged in the practice of 
law. This morning he stood and 
chatted with various friends while wait- 
ing for the train, and appeared to be in 
excellent health and absolutely with- 
out a suspicion of the doom that awaited 
him. 

Finally when the train which was late 
rolled up to the station Judge Morgan 
boarded it and entering the ladies’ coach, 
took the second seat from the front door 
on the left going north, sharing it with 
his friend Col. Ira D. Oglesby, a promi- 
nent attorney of Mississippi. Judge 
Morgan sat next to the aisle of the car 
while Col. Oglesby occupied the place 
beside the window. 

Immediately behind them sat Mr. and 
Mrs. P. P. Van Vicet, of Memphis. The 
train had proceed about seven miles and 
a half, and was just pulling out from 
Alden’s station, when Henry R. C. Fos- 
ter, who had boarded the train at the 
abova mentioned point, came down the 
aisle. He looked neither to the right 
or left, but seemed to know where the 
man for whom he was searching Sat. 
Behind Foster was his brother, Albert. 
Foster reached a point beside Judge 
Morgan and with an exclamation that 
was drowned in the roar of the train 
drew a 44-caliber revolver, aimed de- 
liberately at Judge Morgan’s head and 
fired. The ball entered back of the 
ear, and passed through the head com- 
ing out on the left cheek. The wounded 
man without acry ora word fell side- 
ways against Col. Oglesby. But Foster 
was not satisfied with this, for, stepping 
quickly forward, he fired again, hitting 
the already dead man in the right arm. 
The ball also pierced the body through 
and through, coming out about the left 
hip. Instantly the crowded car was 
thrown into the wildest excitement. 
Men shouted and women terror stricken 
behind the seats, meantime Foster stood 
vooly about with his smoking weajon 
in his hand. Noone made an effort to 
molest him, but when the little station 
of Horn Lake was reached he left the 
car, and accompanied by his brother, 
gave himself up to ‘Squire Halliday. 
Sheriff Rollins, of DeSoto County, was 
at once telegraphed for, and upon arriv- 
ing at Iiorn Lake, took charge of the 
prisoner. Meantime the body of the 
murdered man was stretched out on two 
seats that had been turned face to face, 
and covered with shawls and papers. 
The wounds bled profusely and by the 
time the train reached the Illinois Cen- 
tral depot in Memphis, the floor of the 
car under the body, and the cushions of 
the seat whereon it lay were dyed crim- 
son. 

The cause which led to the tragedy 
had its origin in a lawsuit in which 
Henry Foster and Judge Morgan were 
opposing counsel. Foster, the attorney 
of F. L. Wright, desired to regain for 
his client charge of the father’s little 
girl, 8 years of age, who had been with 
its mother since her divorce from 
Wright, two years ago. Foster insti- 
tuted habeas corpus proceedings, and 
while in the clerk’s office at Hernando 
became engaged in a quarrel with 
Robert K. L. Morgan, a son of Judge 
Morgad. They would have come to 
blows had not Clerk Maxwell and Sheriff 
Rawlings separated the two combatants. 
Atthat time Foster, it is alleged, was 

very abusive of Judge Morgan. His 
language was repeated by Robert to his 
father the next evening on the arrival 
of Judge Morgan at Hernando from 
Memphis. He saw Foster at the depot 
and went to him and said he desired te 
see him. Foster, who was with some 
ladies, remarked, ‘‘I will see you tomor- 
row.” Judge Morgan replied, ‘‘No, sir, 
you must seé me now,” and as Foster 
turned from him Judge Morgan struck 
him with a heavy cane which he car- 
ried. Foster tried to get out of his way, 


but Judge Morgan followed him up and 
gave a terrible beating. The result of 
this was that Foster was confined to his 
home for several days from the effect of

It isthe battered whistle with which Jobn 
Brown used to summon his followers to his 
secret meetings in the stormy days just before 
the war. It was formerly held by Col. Lewis 
Washington, the proprietor of the Dumbartor 
estate in Old Georgetown, who was present 
with Lee when Brown, with his little handful 
of followers, was captured. All that search re- 
vealed upor his person was a bunch of keys, a 
very little money and this old whistle. 





He gave up the money and. keys 
without protest, but pleaded for ths 
whistle, which of course insured his 


not getting it. It was carelessly tossed into 
Col. Washington's desk, whera it lay for years 
until its present owner, a cousin cf the colonel, 
happened to see it and asked for it asa curios- 
ity. The request was readily granted. ‘Take 
it if you want it; I only wonder why I have 
kept the thing so long as I have.” Its form is 
best described by likening it to a long-tafled 
tadpole that had grown a dorsal fin the length 
of its body. What corresponds to the tail is a 
slender pipe, through which a current of air {s 
blown flutewise along the hollow bulb at the 
end, giving a thin yet mellow sound of peculiar 
timbre that is very penetrating. 


Towers «t Chickamauga. 

Two of the Chickamauga park com- 
mission, Fullerton and Boynton, se- 
lected sites the other day on the old 
battle-field for three iron observatory 
towers to be 90 feet high, crowned with 
flag staffs. ‘The upper platform will be 
70 feet from the ground. There will be 
platforms every 10 feet, with stairways 
leading from one to the other. As soon 
as the land necessary is obtained work 
will be begun on the structure, so that 
they can be completed by September 
for use during the reunion. All the 
principle roads on the battle-field will 
be graded and macadamized by Septem- 
ber, and the Lafayette road will be fin- 
ished as far as Roseville gap. 


Met a Horrible Death. 

Louis Byard, son of Thomas Byard, 
of Phoenix City, Ga., met with a terri- 
ble death in front of his father’s house. 
He had climbed into a China tree to procure 
some berries for his pop-gun, when his foot 
slipped and he fell to the ground. Under the 
tree from which the unfortunate boy fell had 
been placed a pig pen with some stakes driven 
in the center. As he fell he struck on one of the 
stakes, it penetrating his left side and entering 
the stomach. Mr. Byard, who was sitting on 
the front porch of his home, saw his son fall 
and immediately rushed to his assistance. Mr. 
Byard carried him into the house, and five 
physicians were summoned, who did every- 
thing possible to relieve the little fellow's suf- 
fering, but death came to his relief. The -de- 
ceased was 11 years of age. 


Death of Mrs. Sophia W. Gwynne. 
Mrs. Sophia W. Gwynne died in St. 
Louis, the other day, at the residence of 
her nephew, Barry Coleman. 


Mrs. Gwynne was 9 years old. She was born 
in Huntsville, Ala. Her maiden name was 
Talbot, and she came of a long line of illus- 
trious ancestors. She was the grandmother of 
Mrs. Cornelius Vanderbilt, and was well known 
in society circles all over the country. Her 
husband, Maj. David Gwynne, has been dead 
for twenty years. He was an officer in the 
United States army. Mrs. Gwinne lived in St. 
Louis for about three years. Her old home, 
however, was in Lonisville, and it was, her 
desire that she be interred there. 


Murdered His Inamorata. 
Twelve miles from Villa Rica, Ga., in 
the back woods of Spaulding county, 
Green Robinson shot Marry Williams 
because she refused to marry him. 


In the early spring the girl's father employed 
Green to work for him, promising as part pay 
for his labor one of his girls. He selected Mary, 
but she refused to ratify the bargain. Several 
weeks ago they had a row about it,in which 
Mary was badly worsted. In the meantime she 
had threatened to prosecute Green, but the 
affair was finally settled, and Green had prom- 
ised to relinquish all claims. His anger reas- 
serted itself, however, and he shot her.

Thanks to the prohibition of 
wine and spirits, the social problem is 
solved for them. On seeing the dangers 
that hover over our civilization, the 
Mussulmans compare it to the smoking 
remains of a burned tent.

Thanks 
to the proverbs and the rules of wisdoin 
that are taught to our children, they 
conduct themselves like little men. 
With you the men, :and even the 
learned, conduct  the:nselves like 
little children. You charge our 
functionaries with venality. Who 
contributes to its establishment if.it is 
not the vulgar herd of traders of every 
class that Europe has scattered all over 
the east? You cry down our judiciary. 
We too have a right to accuse yours. You 
charge us with fatalism. Fatalists we 
are, just like your learned men and your 
philosophers, who base their calculations 
upon the immutability of natural laws. 
Resigned in the face of plagues, cata- 
clysms and death, we say ‘It was writ- 
ten.’ For the rest we follow the words 
of the prophet. 

“One day the prophet asked an Arab 
visitor what he had done with his camel 
The Arab replied, ‘1 have left him at 
thy gate.’ ‘Hast thon ti dbim? inquired 
the prophet. ‘No, Lhave left him to the 
eare of God.’ ‘Thou hast done wrong,’ 
said Mohammed. ‘Thou shouldst first 
have tied him, and then have recom- 
mended him to God.’ 

“The Christian doctrines of predesti 
nation and of grace are more depressing 
than our fatalism. Your ignorance 
[slam makes you confound Mussulman 
slavery with ancient slavery and that 
which existed until recently in Russian 
andin Brazil. With the Mussulmans 
there are no slaves.

All are brothers, 
notin the Platonic sense of the Bible. 
but actually, having the same laws and 
the same positive duties according to 
the terms of the Koran. Unthike Chris- 
tianity, Islam has never treated as sal- 
able things, transmissible with the land, 
troops of men who professed the com- 
mon faith, as was done with the serfs 
of the Middle Ages, the moujiks of 
Russia, and the negroes of your colonies. 
Prisoners of war are the only slaves that 


it recognizes, but their children are born‘ 


free, and they themselves can become 
so by embracing Islam. 

“It is the custom from time immemo- 
rial in certain countries for parents to 
part with their children for money, in 
order to ward off poverty and open up 
to themselves a career of fortune. By 
virtue of Mussulman equality this ca- 
reer is limitless in the east. How many 
slaves have become pashas, generals 
and ministers? Almost all the sultans 
have been the sons of slaves. The black 
slaves taken from central Africa find in 
Egypt and in Turkey a fate incompar- 
ably superior to that of the slaves of 
your colonies. Slavery is for savages 
the first step toward civilization. If 
their recruiting and their transportation 
give rise to well founded protests, the 
fault is not with Islam. Neither the 
Bible nor the Koran is responsible for 
abuses. 

“The Mussulmans preclaim the supe- 
riority of their Allah; but they acknowl- 
edge Moses asa prophet and Jesus as 
Rouh Allah, the soul of God. Their 
veneration for Jesus extends to the 
mother. The immaculate conception, 
introdnced into Catholicism by Pins IX, 
has been for twelve centuries a Mussul- 
man belief. 

“To the extreme simplicity of the 
dogma must be added the positive enjoy- 
ments which the paradise of Mohammed 
opposes to the platonic joys of the 
Christian paradise, in order to compre- 
hend the resistance of Islain to all at- 
tempts at conversion. ‘Christianity is 
a menace, Islamism a promise,’ said 
Napoleon I, and his opinion is worthy 
of meditation.”—Paris Figaro.

Those four years largely relegated to the realms 
of history, brought us face ip face with what de- 
3 racy, its professions and practices mean to- 
aay 

The great names which have adorned the 


rollof republican statesmen and soldiers are 
fill potent and popular. The great measures 
of the republican party are still the best part 
of the history of the century. The un- 
cegualed and unexampled story of _ re- 
publicanism in its promises and in 

achievements stands unique in the 
record of parties in governments which are 
free But we live in practical times, facing 
practical issues which affect the business, the 
wages, the labor and prosperity of to-day. The 
campaign will be won or lost, not upon the bad 
ecord of James K. Polk, or of Franklin 
Vierce, or of James Buchanan; not 
ypon the good record of Lincoln or of 
Crant, or of Arihur, or of Hayes, or of Garfield. 
It will be won or lost upon the policy, foreign 


and domestic, the industrial measures and the 
:dministrative acts of the administration of Ben- 


amin Harrison. Whoever receives the nomina- 
tion of this convention will run upon the judg- 
ment of the people as to whether they have been 
more prosperous and more happy, whether the 
country has been ina better condition at home 
wnd stood more honorably abroad under these 
ist four years of Harrison and republican ad- 
ministration than during the preceding four 
years of Cleveland and democratic government. 

‘‘Not since Thomas Jefferson has any admin- 
istration been called upon to face and solve so 
many or such difficult problems as those which 
have been exigent in our conditions. No admin- 
istration since the organization of the govern- 
ment has ever met difficulties better or more to 
the satisfaction of the American people. Chili 
has been taught that, no matter how small the 


antagonist, nocommunity can with safety in- 
sult the flag or murder American soldiers. Ger- 
many and England have learhed in Samoa that 
the United States has become one of the 
rowers of the world, and no mat- 
ter how mighty the adversary at every 
sacrifice American honor will be maintained. 
The Behring sea question, which was the insur-

position until arbitration shall have de- 
termined our right. The dollar of the 
country has been placed and kept on 
the standard of commercial nations, and a con- 
vention has been agreed upon with foreign gov- 
ernments which, by making bimetallism the 
policy of all nations, may successfully solve all 
our tinancial] problems. 

“The tariff, tinkered and trifled with to the 
serious disturbance of trade and disaster to busi- 
ness since the days of Washington, has been 
corrageously embodied into a code—a code 
wlich has preserved the principles of the protec- 
tion of American industries. To it has been 
added a beneficent policy, supplemented by 
beneficial treaties and wise diplomacy, which 
has opened to our farmers and manufacturers 
the markets of other countries. The navy has 
been builded upon lines which will protect 
American citizens and American interests and 
the American flag all over the world. The 
public debt has been reduced. The maturing 
bonds have been paidoff. The public credit has 
been maintained. The burdens of taxation 
have been lightened. Two hundred millions of 
currency have been added to the people’s mon- 
ey without distarbance of the exchanges. Un- 
exampled prosperity has crowned wise laws 
and their wise administration. 

‘The main question which divides us is: To 
whom does the credit of all this belong? Orators 
may stand upon this platform more able and 
more eloquent than I who will paint in more 
brilliant colors, but they cannot put 
in more earnest thought the affection 
and admiration of republicans for our dis 
tinguished seerctary of state. I yield tono re- 
publican, no matter from what state he hails, 
ip admiration and respect fer dobn Sherman, 


for Gov. McKinley, for Thomas B. Reed, for 
fowa’s great son, for the favorites ef Llinois, 
Wisconsin and Michigan. But when I am told 
that the credit for the brilliant diplomacy of 
this administration belongs exclusively to the 
secretary of state, for the administration of its 
finances to the secretary of the treasury, for the 
construction of its ships to the secretary of the 
navy, for the introduction of American pork in 
Europe to the secretary of agriculture, for the 
settlement, so faras it is settled, of the currency 
question to Senator John Sherman, for the 
formulation of the tariff laws to Gov. McKin- 
ley, for the removal of the restrictions placed 
by foreign nations upon the introduction of 
American pork to our ministers at Paris and 
Berlin, Iam tempted to seriously inquire, who, 
during the last four years,has been president of 
the United States, anyhow? 

“All the proposed acts of any administration, 
before they are formulated, are passed upon in 
cabinet council, and the measures and sug- 
gestions of the ablest secretaries would have 
failed with a lesser president; but, for the 
great good of the country and the benefit 
of the republican party, they have suc- 
ceeded, becaus¢ of the suggestive mind, the in- 
domitable courage, the intelligent appreciation 
of situations and the grand magnanimity of Ben- 
jamin Harrison. It is an undisputed fact that 
during the few months when beth the secretary 
of state and the secretary of the treasury were 
ill the president personally assume the duties 
of the state department and of the treasury de 
| partment, and both with equal success. 

“The late secretary of state, in accepting his 
portfolio under President Garfleld, wrote.

public utterances in daily speech from the com-

has all these claims, and, in addition, an admin- 
istration beyond criticism and rich with the ele- 
ments of popularity with which to carry Now 
York again. 

“By the grand record of a wise and populag 
administration, by the strength guined in fre- 
quent contact with the people, in wonderfully 
| versatile and felicitious speech, by the claims 
of a pure life in public, and in thé *implicity of 
a typical American home, I nomin ite Benjamin 
Harrison.” 

The name of Mr. Reid was offered te 
the conyention by Senator O’Connor, of 
New York, in the following brief manneri

We believe, however, that New 
York state ought to be aided in the great strug- 
gie it will have to make to land that state in 
the republican column, and I believe the gentle- 
man whom I shall name will aid us materially 
in accomplishing that purpose. 

“T will not detain you, as Gen. Florace Porter, 
of the city of New York. will tell this conven- 
tion the distinguished claims of the gentleman 
I shall nominate, and I therefore will conclude 
my labors in behalf of the New York state dele- 
gation by placing in nomination for the vice 
presidency of the United States the Hon. 
Whitelaw Reid.” 

The chairman then introduced Gen. 
Horace Porter, of New York, who said: 

“Mr. Chairman and Gentleman of the Conven- 
tion: I rise on behalf of the New York dcelega- 
tion to commend to you the distinguished gen- 
tleman whose name has just been pronounced 
as a candidate for the vice presidency by the 
chairman of that delegation. This gentleman, 
by his private worth and public services, has 
well commended himself not only to the people 
of the empire state but the people of all states 
throughout the union. 

“His name and character and services will 
give an assurance that he will carry out the 
policy of the party: that he will stand strong in 
the affections of his fellow citizens; that he will 
command the unqualified respect of all the civ- 
flized globe. He is prominently to-day New 
York's favorite son. On our side of politics we 
have not been as prolific in favorite sons as the 
democracy. New York has given birth to twe 
favorite sons of that political faith. There we 
have twins. But unlike other twins, even the 
parents who begot them cannot trace any 
marked resemblance between them. 

“Mr. Reid began his career in the broad and 
instructive field of American journalism. He 
became the legitimate and worthy successor to 
that great creator of modern journalism, 
Horace Greeley. So broad were Mr. Reid’s 
views, so thoroughly was he informed in every- 
thing pertaining to the country's history and 
the country’s success that the people deman‘- 
ed, and in recognition of their wish the ap- 
pointing. powers selected him as minister to 
France during a very important crisis in the 
diplomatic relations of the two countries). We 
were clad to see him serve as minister from the 
oldest republic of the new world to the newest 
republic of the old world. 

“Searecly was ke installed In office when 
there fell upon him for solution the most com- 
plicated, the most intricate questions that had 
ever risen in diplomacy between the two coun- 
tries. That he solved them successfully, met 
them boldly, is a matter of inexpressible pride 
to everyone who honors the American flag. 

“In the exhibits of the French exhibition he 
brought order out of chaos. He negotiated a 
most important extradition treaty. He suc 
ceeded in securing France as the first nation 
to accept our nation’s invitation to the interna- 
tional Columbian fair. He secured France as 
the first nation to give her consent to the terms 
of our international copyright. He negotiated 
an important reciprocity treaty and last he 
achieved his greatest triumph in that warfare 
of intellectual giants in securing the repeal of 
the prohibitory duties put upon American pork. 
In that he showed himself the master of mod- 
ern diplomacy. Throughout those complicated 
transactions he retained the absolute confidence 
of his own government and secured the respect 
of the French government to which he was ac- 
| credited. His duty done, he resigned the office, 
which he never sought, and made manifest his 
feelings that the post of honor is the private 
station. 

“When he returned to our shores all the 
honors in the land were heaped upon him. He 
was made an honorary member of the com: 
merce and of many important societies. He waa 
everywhere given banquets in his honer. His 
name is one which stands without reproach. 
There is no blotch on his escutcheon. He has 
not had to learn that reproach is a concommi- 
tant of greatness. Heis an eminently practi- 
calman. He has always tried to perform not 
what he knows, but what he can do. He has 
been a loyal party man. He has always placed 
loyalty to party next only to loyaity to his nation. 
He believes as you, Mr. Chairman, and as every 
delegate, I think, on this fioor, in the necessity 
of party: bel’eves that the cnd of party is tbe 
origin of faction; the abandonment of party is 
the beginning of anarchy. It is said that Mr. 
Reid has had difficulties with the trpographic u 
union. That has all been amicably and satis- 
factorily settled. We hove that statement from 
the president of that organization, who is here 
present to-day and has placed it in writing. 
Give us Mr. Reid and his name, and his services 
will do more than those of any otherin ass‘sting 
in the campaign there. Give ws him, aad we 
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will give you a Victory neat Novsaibes,
